in Queftion by the Court of Bruffels, and-efpecially 
upon the Foot of the Barrier Treaty, which obliges 
the Dutch to mantain at leaf fuch a Number of Mer 
in thofe Garrifons, without tying down their Hands 
from any larger Number. That it was yet the 
more furprizing, in regard the Imperial Court was 
always complaining, during the Adminiftration of 
the Marquis de Prie, that thofe Garrifons were too 
weak. After this Conference, the Count fent Ex- 
prefles to Brofflels and Vienna,
